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INTRODUCTION 


The  name  “Hiti”  signifies  high  elevation,  which  gives  a 
longer  season,  free  from  early  frost  and  injury  to  late  growth. 

This  catalog  contains  only  a  list  of  plants  grown  at  Hiti 
Nursery,  but  stock  of  all  kinds  is  furnished.  Prospective  buyers 
are  invited  to  call  at  or  write  to  the  Boston  office  and  discuss 
their  wants.  Mr.  Boland  E.  Baker  will  attend  to  all  direct 
Nursery  customers. 

The  Nursery,  on  Dana  Road,  is  about  a  mile  by  road  from 
Pomfret  Station  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.,  or  a  shorter 
cut  up  the  railroad  track.  Telephone  or  telegraph  Mr.  Baker 
the  day  previous  to  your  coming  and  he  will  meet  you  at  the 
station  on  arrival,  taking  you  back  when  ready.  This  enables 
you  to  carry  home  any  little  purchase  made,  without  additional 
expense,  or  delay.  Visitors  to  the  Nurses  between  April  1st 
and  November  1st  will  find  some  one  at  hand  during  business 
hours  to  show  the  stock  and  take  orders.  Large  specimen 
trees  can  be  seen  on  property  near  by,  showing  the  beauties 
of  their  older  growth. 

In  these  days  of  automobile  travel  customers  find  it  easy 
to  visit  Pomfret  and  select  their  plants  personally.  .In  this  way 
they  see  for  the  first  time  perhaps  some  handsome  new  things 
that  are  just  what  are  wanted  for  certain  effects  or  uses.  If 
they  come  prepared,  the  plants  can  generally  be  dug  at  once 
and  taken  away  with  them,  thus  saving  time,  cost  in  pack¬ 
ing  and  transportation,  besides  affording  the  plants  them¬ 
selves  only  a  slight  shock  in  their  removal.  We  strongly 
advise  this  course  whenever  practicable.  Spring  is  usually 
the  best  time  to  handle  Nursery  stock  but  the  season  for  many 
plants  may  be  extended  by  a  little  care  to  include  the  sum¬ 
mer  and  fall  months  also ;  with  but  slight  risk  of  failure. 

The  Nursery  is  closed  during  the  winter  months,  though  of 
course  it  is  open  to  inspection  at  any  time.  The  whole  area 
embraces  only  about  eight  or  ten  acres,  on  which  are  two 
small  buildings  used  as  tool  and  packing  houses.  All  plants 
are  thus  taken  up  near  at  hand  and  can  be  quickly  packed  without 
loss  of  time  or  injury  from  root  exposure ,  a  very  great  advantage 
to  purchasers.  The  roots  are  packed  in  fresh  sphagnum  moss, 
which  is  a,  great  benefit  and  safeguard  if  delayed  in  transit. 

Large  sized  stock  in  quantity  can  be  delivered  economically 
by  auto  as  far  as  Boston  to  arrive  in  perfect  condition.

TREATMENT 

Plans  for  large  areas  or  places  are  designed  and  carried 
out  by  a  landscape  engineer  of  recognized  ability,  so 
that  no  customer  need  feel  that  his  particular  want 
cannot  be  wisely  and  economically  treated. 

Sometimes  a  simple  visit  of  inspection  will  afford 
sufficient  data  for  a  customer  to  attend  to  the  affair 
himself,  and  the  mere  removal  of  overgrown  or  un¬ 
sightly  trees  and  shrubbery  on  an  old  place  will  work 
wonders  in  rehabilitation.  By  all  means  consider  this 
phase  of  the  situation  carefully,  as  we  always  wish  to 
bring  out  or  advise  the  best  and  wisest  course  under 
varying  circumstances. 
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RECOMMENDATION 

Some  customers  would  like  a  little  advice  or  sugges¬ 
tion  as  to  what  plants  to  use  or  order  from  the  Nursery, 
and  we  wish  to  provide  for  this. 

For  example — there  are  quite  a  number  of  varieties, 
especially  among  the  evergreen  group,  that  are  new  and 
desirable  for  small  places  or  gardens  and  if  the  selection 
is  left  largely  in  our  hands  we  are  confident  the  result 
will  be  much  more  satisfactory.  Evergreens  of  small 
size  should  be  used  in  all  instances  where  immediate 
effects  are  not  imperative. 

Again  in  orders  out  of  the  State  the  red  tape  of  in¬ 
spection  and  even  entire  prohibition  often  makes  for 
provoking  delay  and  even  cancellation,  so  that  we  have 
to  be  careful  even  of  our  promises,  as  changes  in  these 
laws  and  regulations  occur  every  season  and  have  to  be 
recognized  accordingly. 

We  particularly  aim  at  a  hardy  selection  of  pleasing 
variety. 

Set  the  plants  out,  if  you  like,  in  Nursery  form  at  first 
— i.  e.  in  rows  or  beds  and  see  how  they  look  to  you. 
They  can  be  moved  easily  a  year  or  two  later,  where 
finally  wanted. 

CONCLUSION 

It  is  sometimes  asked  why  we  do  not  publish  a  full 
descriptive  Catalogue.  Our  reply  is  that  the  Nursery  is 
small;  intended  mainly  to  supply  the  immediate  needs 
of  the  proprietor  and  his  personal  customers,  and  we 
find  that  there  are  comparatively  few  people,  as  pur¬ 
chasers,  who  do  not  know  or  cannot  find  out  what  the 
list  offers  through  the  ordinary  botanic  names,  and  we 
are  willing  always  to  explain  further  to  those  who  are 
in  doubt  about  anything. 

Among  our  regular  customers  are  included  today 
house  architects,  engineers,  and  nurserymen  who 
desire  prompt  attention,  choice  stock,  and  the  most 
careful  handling  and  packing:  i.  e.,  reliable  service.
